Measure B’s_ renewal 
brought a heavy sigh of 
relief at the MCSD, which 
feared having to reduce 
services and close facilities 
without it. 

“MCSD would like to

sure B vote,” write MCSD 
General Manager Pat Kas- 
pari. “Thanks to you we 
will be able to make the 
investments we need to re- 
pair and upgrade the Sher- 
iffs Office and maintain all 
of our Parks facilities from 
the ball fields and parks, to 
our Senior Center, Library 
and Teen Center. We look 
forward to continuing to 
work with the communi- 
ty to provide recreational 
programing for the youth 
of McKinleyville and 
maintaining the quality of 
life that our community 
clearly values.” 

The measure’s approval 
again demonstrated that 
residents are willing to 
make personal sacrifices in 
return for solid public ben- 
efits. In 2020, during the 
height of the COVID-19 
pandemic, Arcata’s Mea- 
sure A parks and open 
space property tax was 
also approved, 79.79 to 
20.21 percent.

ARCATA — With homelessness and housing on the 
agenda and Gaza protesters filling Council Chamber, the 
stage was set for a raucous Arcata City Council meeting last 
week. There, impassioned oratory plus lengthy applause, 
off-mic yelling and issues with protest signs helped push 
the meeting to more than five-and-a-half hours in length. 

The council heard, but didn’t act on demands to en- 
dorse a cease-fire resolution for Gaza. It voted to cau- 
tiously proceed with just one of the two housing propos- 
als before it, loaning $150,000 to Danco Communities 
for predevelopment studies of affordable, mixed-use 
housing at 1622 Old Arcata Road, the site known as Rog- 
er’s Garage. It also declared a shelter crisis that could 
help sustain the Safe Parking program, and voted to re- 
lease $30,000 in funds for Arcata House Partnership to 
help establish this year’s Extreme Weather Shelters.

County sign regs draw 
doubts, lawsuit threat

HUMBOLDT - A draft 
county ordinance regulat- 
ing signs and billboards 
has hit choppy waters and 
a lawsuit threat, prompt- 
ing Planning Director John 
Ford to consider a rewrite. 

The draft ordinance was 
described as being poten- 
tially illegal during a Nov. 
2 Planning Commission 
hearing. 

Associate Planner Ja- 
cob Dunn described the 
ordinance’s section on bill- 
boards as “contentious” 
because there’s debate 


about “the legality of this 
language.” 

That’s because the ordi- 
nance requires building per- 
mits for maintenance of bill- 
boards — a provision that’s 
arguably at odds with state 
law that allows their repair 
and rebuilding without local 
government involvement. 

Commissioners were 
presented with alterna- 
tives to the language, in- 
cluding getting rid of the 
permitting requirement. 
There’s public support for 
the permitting, however.
